The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, does not teaches the construction 
of a maximum power follow-up control apparatus for setting an operating voltage of a power 
converter as described on independent claims 1, 5, 8, comprising: 

a control part that calculates an operating voltage value corresponding to the 
present output power on the basis of the approximate function as stored in the 
approximate function storing part and that sets the calculated operating voltage value as 
an operating voltage value of the power converter in order to make the power point 
related to the output power in correspondence with the output level of the power 
generator follow up with the maximum power point. 

Dependent claims 2-4, 6-7, and 9-14 are considered allowable by their respective 
dependence on allowed independent claims 1, 5, and 8.
